LONDON, Aug. 29.—The great strike 
reached it« crisis last night when the 
dock companies refused i^e final oQm- 
promise offered by the men. It now re- 
mains to be seen whether John Bums, 
sodsJist leader, will be able to restrain 
the fury of 100,000 hungry men, goaded 
to a point of desperation by the misery 
of their starving families, for another 
week. If thiis is possible, and it would 
be impossible under any other leader, it 
the general opinion that the dock 
companies will be obliged to give in. If 
Bums loses control of the strikers there 
may follow the 
bloodiest riot ever 
known. 


Laat night men gathered by tens of 
thousands all along the rive)r front. 
Their aspect was gloomy and sullen. 
Many of them had not tasted food all 
day and to return to their homes meant 
that they would be obliged to listen to 
the cries of their children for bread and 
to endure the destitution that necessity 
and the pawn broker have brought 
about. 


Although the city, apart from the ren- 
dezvous of the strikers, is quiet, there 
was not a little alarm felt for public 
safety.. The police department was on 
the "qui vive." The entire force was 
ready for instant action and the military 
in barracks and at the Tower were under 
arms in readiness for immediate service. 


The dock laborers themselves num- 
ber 30,000 and to their assistance have 
come 10,000 stevedores, 10,000 water- 
men, 8,000 lightermen, 8,000 carters, 
5,000 river sailors, 2,000 steamboat en- 
gineers and enough other smaU labor 
organizations, belonging to the Dock 
Laborers union, to swell the number of 
actual workingfmen on the strike to 100,- 
000. To these must be added from 30,- 
000 to 50,000 of idle ruffians of the 
slums, who attach themselves to such 
movements and incite to riot and blood- 
shed. 
. 


The Tliames yesterday was as quiet as 
if commerce were unknown in London. 
The vast flotilla of freighters, that in 
ordinary times rowed the river, lay 
moored to the wharvM. 
Great ware- 
houses were closed and the shutters of 
doors and windows drawn. 
The docks 
were deserted and their gates barred.

Outsider coaled in not discliarged with- 
out two shilling pay, but contract work 
should be abandoned and a system of 
piece work substituted by which the 
men should -receive the total gross re- 
ceipts of the job derived from the com- 
panies, drawing, in the meantime, a 
minimum of six pence per hour, ordin- 
ary time, and eight pence per hour over- 
time for their work so long as the job 
should last, shares of the plus to be di- 
vided as follows: share of each man and 
foreman to be equal, pay to be.six 
pence per hour and eight pence per 
hour from 6 a. m., to 6 p. m. 


The a^nts of the dock companies, at 
the meeting last night, conceded every- 
thiug but the demand of six pence per 
hour, which they refused absolutely. 
The men are determined not to give in 
until they are assured of such pay, and 


t h e r e the matter rests. 
One hundred 
thousand men out of work means priva- 
tion for nearly half a million .people^ 
The misery in these homès is appalling. 
If the strikers are driven to desperation 
a terrible crime will be laid at thé door 
of the dock companies. 


There is practically no change in the 
situation^ this morning and the strike 
stiU continues. A mass meeting of the 
great army of unemployed was held to- 
day, which was attended by about 40,- 
000 strikers.

tour from 6 a. m., to 6 p, m.
